RUSSIAN 
ATTITUDE 
CHANGED 


From Aggressive Belligerence It H as 


Become More Courteous and Rea­ 


sonable— Emperor Nicholas Credited 


W ith Restraining the W a r Party. 


Pekin, Doc. 28.—A more concilia­ 
tory attitude has been recently dis­ 
played by Russia toward Japan. 
II »r 
representatives preservo a friendly 
tone and it is believed that the de­ 
signs of the Russian war party have 
been checked by the czar himself, who 
has found means to exert his author­ 
ity just in time to prevent the out­ 
break of a conflict much desired by a 
certain powerful faction ai St. Peters­ 
burg. 
It is probable that M. Witte's 
timely restoration to favor lias had 
something to do wit ii the modification 
of Russia's former belligerent attitude. 
The most recent manifestation of this 
change is the sending of 15,000 troops 
by Japan to Korea for “police pur­ 
poses'' with Russia’s full approval. 
The Japanese war party is said to 
he growing in strength and is bringing 
all its influence to bear upon the gov­ 
ernment. 
The Chinese board of war has or­ 
dered the viceroys to furnish full in­ 
formation as to the numbers of for­ 
eign troops available for active ser­ 
vice 
The viceroys of three of tho 
central provinces in response have 
reported that 90,000 such troops are 
in readiness. 
This unquestionably is 
a remarkable exaggeration, 
as 
the 
great majority of the foreign trained 
troops exist only on palier. 
The dowager empress has issued an 
edict, at the request of Prince Coling, 
appointing several unknown and prob­ 
ably inexperienced officials as heads 
of a rm y departments. 
One such has 
been appointed director of training, 
another has been given comamnd of 
the department of instruction, while a 
third has been put in charge of the 
department which has to do with the 
supply of ammunition. 
Influential of­ 
ficials continue in their determination 
to keep China neutral if possible In 
the event of war 
London, Dw. 28.—Japan is negotiat­ 
ing for the purchase of two Chilian 
warships, the armored cruiser Esmer- 
elda and another, probably the battle­ 
ship Captain Prat, which are for sale.
